WHY OIL CALMS THE 8 EA. 


I t S m ooth « « Ont th e R ipple« « o th e W ind 
Ca n’t G et a G rip on th e W a ta *. 
The action of oil In oalming the » A Is 
now so generally reeogniied that th# 
new rules as to life sav ing appliances 
require that ev ery boat of sea 
v essels and all In® boots shall oarty 
,4one gallon of oil and a v essel of a p­ 
prov ed pattern for distributing it do 
tlie water In rough weather.” 
T h sp o­ 
tency of oil in smoothing wav es was 
recently explained by Ixird Rayleigh 
before the R« iyal institution in a lucid 
lecture. 
The well known scientist’s experi­ 
ments demonstrate that foam o r froth 
is caused by impurities In liquids. Thus, 
on shaking up a bottle.containing pn*# 
water, we get no appreciable fooCi,£ rai 
taking a mirture of water with 5 per 
cent, of alcohol there is a much greater 
tendency to foam. 
Camphor, glue and 
gelatine, dissolv ed in water, greatly tn- 
creoao its foaming qualitiiw, and soap 
still more. 
Lord Rayleigh finds that eca water 
foams, not on account of its saline mat­ 
ter, but in ooiiAoquanoe of the pres­ 
ence of something ex tnv oted by w a v e 
action from seaweeds. 
By simply put­ 
ting his finger Into water which was 
mov ing v ig« >rously under the influence 
of a few camphor scrapings the con­ 
tamination of tho wafcir by the Infini­ 
tesimal amount of grease sufficed to 
form an hi v isible film ov er It and to 
noutroliz« * th« * foaming action produced 
by the dissolv ed camphor. 
The effect of oil on wav ca ns sev ­ 
eral physicists hav e prov ed, is not to 
subdue the huge swell, hut to smooth 
and tone d« >wn It« ripples, each of 
which giv es tlie wind a point d’appul, 
thus Increasing th« i f« >reo of tho break­ 
ing wav es. 
“ Tlie film of oil,” says 
Isird Rayleigh, “ may bo compared to 
an lnextensible membrane floating on 
the surface *>f the water and hampor- 
Ing it« m o tio n.” 
As long as the adv ancing tumultuous 
sea water is pure there is nothing'to 
oppose its perio dic contractions and 
extensions, but when its surface Is cov ­ 
ered with tlie « >ily mombrane the most 
dangerou« contractions and extensions 
an* Impo ssible. 
The scientific demonstration of the 
*eu quelling v lrtuo of oil Is worthy of 
note by «Ü1 sailors. 
It is f« xrtunafce for 
them that Lord Rayleigh has accom­ 
plished thlH at ft tíme when ooean 
storms, and especially tropical lmrri- 
iffliind are likt'ly t* > tax the seaman's 
art. to the utmost in sav ing his craft 
from destruction,—London Nautical 
Magazine.
